THE LATEST WAR NEWS 

The Americans in their drive io 
the St Mihiel salient have probably 
trapped between M).noO and (50,000 
Germans. The Havas Agency re- 
ports that the Germans had between 
90,000 and 100,000 men, and that 
they escaped from the "trap" at the 
rnte of 1,000 an hour. This would 
account for Sfl.OOO making their get- 
away and leaving from fit, 000 to 
84,000 in the pocket made hy the ad- 
vance of the Americans. Edward L. 
James, in his account of the battle, 
mentions that behind the American 
lines were a numher of the enemy, 
in fact that the advance had been so 
rapid that much of the ground they 
have traversed was almost unex- 
plored, paradoxical as that may 
seem. The rapture of the prisoners 
and the dash of the Americana ia 
vividly told in this story. 

A new attack against the German 
lines is hourly expected as the an- 
swer to the Austrinn peace pro- 
posals. Where the blow will fall ia 
not indicated, but Washington of- 
ficials believe Foch's strategy con- 
templates such a move The great- 
est reticence is maintained regard- 
ing the Indies of the Americans in 
the Rt M-biel sector. 

The military critic of the Courier- 
Journal and the New York Times in- 
terprets the rec ent offensive of Gen. 
Pershing as but the beginning of a 
mat turning movement of the allied 
forces designed to redure Germany 
west of the Rhine to the state of 
Relgium and Northern France, to 
give the huns "a taste of their owr 
medicine." 

Trotsky nnd Lenine have played 
the part nf Judas with the Russian 
people. Proof thnt they had aild 
out their country to the Germans is 
down in di'domntic papers mndc pub- 
lic by the Committee on Public In- 
formation. All the scheming of the 
Rerlin intriguers. aided by tho 
pseudo-Socialists, forma unother link 
in the chain of German dunlirity. 
Russia was exploited through the ma- 
chinations of tho band of traitorous 
Rus« : nn«. nnd at the same time Ger- 
many dnuhle-crossed the RolsheviVi 
in the seizure of the Ukraine. 

Count von Hertling, Imperial Ger- 
man Chancellor, declared Friday that 
pence is nenrer than is generally sup- 
posed. He said the government nnd 
the army were "opposed" to "nil 
conquests." 

The St, Mihiel salient has heen 
wiped out by the Americans and 
thousands of prisoners taken. All ob- 
jectives have been reached and 
Americans now are on the German 
border line. Gen. Pershing an- 
nounces that 13.300 prisoners have 
been captured. During the attack 
American planes bombarded the Ger- 
man lines and dropped bombs on Ger- 
man towns. 

The Germans, driven from the St. 
Mihiel sector hy the American First 
Army, are strengthening the old Von 
Hindenburg line with the evident in- 
tention of making a strong defense 
of the jeopardized iron minea of 
Briev and the citv of Metis. 

Both the French nnd Rritish have 
made substantial advances during 
the past two days, the former along 
the Soissons front, where they rap- 
tured several thousand prisoners and 
a colonel and his staff, and the lat- 
ter by approaching St. Ouentin nnd 
imrroving their lint* there, thus 
damaging the Hindenburg line. 

Austria, in her peace note, call-* 
on the belligerents to discuss wavs 
nnd means for ending the war. which. 
Vienna asserts, ran not be won hy 
the sword except hy slaughter. By 
discussing the situation a basis for 
peace might be arrived at, ia the 
statement of Vienna. —

NEW PAPER MONEY 

Two new greenback*- the first of 
the nation's wartime currency — are 
In circulation. They are the $1 and 
$2 Federal Reserve Bank notes, 
planned especially to replace tlie si! 
ver certificates withdrawn from cir- 
culation as the Treasury's silver re- 
serve is melted into bullion for export 
to the Allies. 

The $1 note bears a portrait of 
George Washington in the upper left- 
hand corner of the face side, and 
otherwise roemble generally a Fed- 
eral Reserve note. On the reverse- 
side is shown in a center oval an 
eagle in full flight, typifying the na- 
tion mobilized for war. 

The $2 note is similar, except that 
it bears a portrait of Thomas Jeffer- 
son on the front and a picture of a 
I .it'], ship on the back.

DEBS AND OTHERS CRT THEIRS 

Full blooded Americans every- 
where will he delighted to know that 
Eugene V Debs, three times the 
nominee of the Socialists for the 
presidency of the United States, has 
finallv got what has been Ion* com- 
ing to him. He was tried for ob- 
structing the draft and advising men 
not to register or go in the army, 
in addition to other charges, and 
iriven 16 vear« in the penitentiary 
and fined fin.noo. No man in the 
country bos done more to stir up dis- 
content than Debs or done more to 
create distrust against the jrovem- 
ment, and if is strange that be ha« 
escarcd prison so long. When the 
verdict wa« read he remarked that it 
was nil right that even-thing would 
come out properly in the end. The 
country will agree with him that it is 
all right, but will feel better when it 
knows that he is getting his deserts 
in prison, he having appealed from the 
verdict This certainly is a bod 
year for disloyalists. A score or 
more were convicted in Judge Coch- 
ran's court at Covington and given 
all the way from six months in jail 
to 20 years in the penitentiary with 
fiines of 1 10,00* and less.

Joseph C. S. Blackburn left the 
Tinted States Senate >>nly eleven 
year* ago, and that. one considers 
the ordinary span of life, ajaajaj nat 
wm a Ion* time, and yet no much 
has happened during the' intervening I 
period that Mr. Blackburn paws 
away almost a memory. At home In 
Krnt'trl v ho will ho remembered ho 
cause of the part ho played in Ken- | 
tiic k> politi. i. hi« clear and powerful 
voice, his interesting personality and ' 
sunny nature, hut, when it CMMI It 
discussing thnt period at Washing- | 
ton in which Mr Blackburn played ai 
part, the average man will snv that he, 
rememhers very little ahout it. 

We do not aay anv of these things ] 
in a spirit of depreeiation of the dis- 
tinguished Kenturkian who died yes- 
terday at Washington. As n matter 
of faet, Mr. Carliale. who played a 
much greater part in American his- 
tory during the four decades follow- 
ing the war. i* equally forgotten. 
Thoae who had the opportunity to 
see Mr. Carlisle during the vcars 
when he was Speaker of the Itouae 
or Secretary of the Treasury will 
never forget that wonderful face, 
with learning anl intellect stamped 
upon every linamcnt, ami the thou- 
sands of Kentucky people who have 
heard Joe Blackburn on the stump 
will not fail to recall his easy flow 
of eloquence. But the two men he- 
longed to a period that is not only 
over, hut which, while important in 
many ways, has been thrift Into p< r 
haps undeserved ohscurity by the I 
rtnh of world e\ent» incidental to 
the European war. 

Mr Blackburn dies an old man, 
hut he played a prominent part for 
many years ami enjoyed the life he 
liv ed The Evening Post differed I 
with the deceased Sen.it T In, fir 
haps, a majority of his economic 
views, and we rarely found our- 
selves on the same side in Kentucky! 
politics. Even at the edge of the 
grave we must state the facts. But I 
we always were abfe to see Mr. 
Blackburn's good |>oint.s and to un- ' 
derstand why he had *o many and 
such staunch friends. A great ilea! > 
might be said of him. for he led, on ' 
the whole, an interesting life, but we I 
think the best epitaph is the fact that. I 
although he was in Congress aluring a • 
period when men's ideas of honor 
were low as compared to now. no dis- 
honest cent ever landed in the palm 
of his hand He was an upright man, 
with taste* that miirht hn\o been ex 
nected of a very wealthy man. but he 
lived and died a poor man. — Louis- 
ville Post.
